LOSS OF THE SPANISH CRUISER 
‘GRAVINA.’ : 

Thé. iollowing particulars regarding the 
loss of tho Spanish war, vessel Gravina aro 
tranalated from El Comercio :— | 

Nows of. tho loss of. the. Gravinu’ reached 
Manila‘on the night of the 14th July. Tho 
Vessel left Manila on the 8th instant, when 
tho Werther: was fine. On tho 10th ‘she 
was caught in a typhoon, which raged in 
the China Sea. The Velasco was despatched 
to her assistance us soon as’ the nows of the 
disaster became known in Manila. It 
scems that after steaming a-day.and a-half, 
the eummander of the vessel found that the 
baromelor was falling, the course of. the 
vessel being. north, and be surmised they 
were going into the typhoon.- The course 
of the vessel was then altered tothe south, 
On the altered course, tho nearest port of 
refuge wos the island of Fugs, to the N, of 
Cagayan. As tho vessel was at that time 
in the vortex of the typhoun, the com- 
mander ordered the engincer to go Full 
speed with the intention of beaching the 
vessel... She was soon after. beached with 
buch ford that the Gretina was nearly 
broken to pieces amongst the rocks’ and 
sands. The water cutgred-her from all 
sides. - No life hud Ueen sacrificed np ta 
the time the vessel was Ueached. but the 
question new was how the crew and ollicers 
were to rach the shore, Some got to the 
shore in boats, and others. by holding on to 
planks aud barrels, One of tho boats, un- 
fortunatily, disappoared among the waves. 
In this boat were one officer, a quarter- 
master, and seven seamen. A braye offi: 
cer, named Montojo, with sixteen men, 
gotinto a boat and proceeded to Aj 
which ple they reached after thirty hours 
of privation and suffering.” The Harbour 
Master promptly rendered then aésistance, 
and dvapatched succor to the shipwrecked 
mon in Fuga. Nothing further had been 
heard from the sceno of the wrock when the 
mail left, 


SUPREME COURT. 

IN CRIMINAL SESSIONS. 
(Bafore Sir, G, Lhiltippo, Chief Justice), 
Tuesday, July 22. 

The July Criminal Sessions were vom- 
menced this morning. There were only 
three cases on the calendar. : 

The Attorney General {the Hon. E: L, 
O' Malloy) E ecuted, Ho was instructed 
by Mr A. B. Johnson, Crown Solicitor. 

‘THY FIRE ON BOARD THE * WM, PEULLIP.’ 


The firat case tried was the one in which 
the Queen chargea George Sanders, tirst, 
with felonivusly, unlawfully and malicious- 
ly setting fira to’ the ship Wm. : Phillips, 
then lying in the harbour, on the 9th July, 
1884; und, second, wih felouivusly, un- 
lawfully and maliciously attempting and 
.endeavouring by then pouring kerosino oil 
on curtain sails in the hatch and setting fire 
therete to foloniously and maliciously ‘set 
fire to the said ship or vessel, then lying in 
the harbour of Victoria on the day and year 
aforesaid: ‘ 

Prisoner being asked if he was guilty or 
not guilty said :—I am. not. guilty of the 
first charye and only .helf .uilty of the ‘se- 
cond charye. I only plead guilty to setting 
fire to the sails, not to the ship. . 

The following jury were thenempainnelled, 
tho rest uf thy jurymon summoned being 
dismissed:—Messra Cordiano C. ‘Corveth, 
©. J. Gonsalves, F. J. Barros, Ho Ui Slang, 
J, B. Elia, J. t. Hughes, C. By Mehta. - 

The Attorney Genoral briefly recounted 
the facts 4s alleged by the prosecution. He 
might saythat he relied on the second count 
rather than on the first, becavdu a5 a matter 
of fact the ship was never set lire to. 

“The conpenter of the Wie. Philtip was the 
Grst witness ‘called  About'2 30 un the 
afternoon of the 9th July, a Chinaman 
drew his attention to some smoke which was 
issuing from one ofthe hatches on tho poop. 
He openod the hatch and entered the store 
and found some sails burning. Ho poured 
water on the fire, and then took the sails 
out. About 10 minutes before his attention 
was drawn to the smoke he ‘saw prisoner 
come out of the foremost of the two hatches 
onthe poop. Afior the fire had been put out, 
prisoner came out of the forecustle, and went 
into the hold where witness was and said to 
hini: ‘you look out; you had better see all 
ig straight.’ Witness did not know what 
prisoner meant by that. Prisonor afterwards 
said: ©Sshull burn you of home and ship 
to-night’ = 

Prisoner to witness :—After the fire was 
over did Inot come, up to you aud ask you 
it it was all straight? 

Witness :—No. : 

Tn reply to his Lordship, witness said the 
sails were on fire in threo dillerent places.

Charles‘Johnson,. scaman, gave evidence 
to assisting in putting the firs out.
